11 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
12 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

20 for the petty cash fund.

21 3 The petty cash fund:

22 0] may not exceed $250 at any time; and

25 4 Not more than $25 may be disbursed from the petty cash fund in a
26 primary or genera election to asinglerecipient.

27 (5) Each petty cash expenditure shall be supported by areceipt and
28 reported by category on the appropriate campaign finance report.
